Comprehensive Flan of Combining 


Regular Army and National 


Guard Being; Worked Out. 


By FREDERIC J. HA8KIN. 


Military maneuvers were begun ves- 


terday on the Gettysburg battlefield, 
just 47 years after the armies of Meade 
and Lee met each other at that place. 
The battlefield of r-hlckamaufra also 
began to hear again the rattle of mus- 
ketry, the occasion of the maneuvers 
on the two battlefields being the Joint 
camps of Instruction which are being 
held throughout the United States dur- 
ing the present summer and fall. Un-

officers of the regular army and of the 
national guard that experience which 
cannot be had from the books, or etcn 
in the actual practice of_the armory or 
in the handling of small bodies of men 
In the" field, 


The work of tlie present summer IR 


in furtherance of a carefully wrought 
out plaa so to train and orgsnlss the 
national guard as to permit It to be 
used at once in the cape of «ui 
It Is 


the intention of the war department, as 
soon as the necessary legislation and 
state oftropsratiwsj is secured, to vr- 
Iftnlie. the country Int6 about eight 
military districts, .with a central army 
post in each district, and a post in 
each state 
In this way tlie regular 


army may be used as the nucleus of a 
military organisation composed of the 
full strength of the regular army and 
tbe national guard. I nder this plun 
there would be about eight army corps 
created, and the regulars and 
the 


militia would be so arranged in their 
assignments to duty that a corps would 
b« ready to take the field at a moment's 
notice. The national guard, of course, 
would be In service only at the times of 
general maneuvers, bt would form as 
much a part of the corps organisation 
as If they were regulars themselves. 


This plan already h*s been tried in 


the'case of the sea coast 
defense 


Realising that congress would not make 
sufficient appropriations for the man- 
ning of all the sea coast defenses, yet 
aware of the fact that the defenses can 
be efficiently handled to case of war 
only by men of conslderabje training, 
the war department secured the consent 
of the governors of the sea-coast states 
to have the soldiery of the national 
guard detailed to assist in the manning 
of these defenses 
In this way all of 


the big runs which protect 
the sea 


coasts of the country may have their 
full complement of men in short order 
in the event of an Impending struggle. 
The regulars of the coast guards are 
able to keep the roast defense in good 


" »$*, while on a peac* foot<"g. pnd 
the week or two which Is annually 
spent with them by the national guard 
is sufficient to give the training that 
will enable the militiamen 
to render 


efficient service at the very outbreak 
of hostilities with any other nation. 


First Field Army. 


The Idea of so arranging the mobile 


forces of the regular army 
and tlie 


national guard that they will be fully 
organised for active 
service at all 


times is now being tried- out 
The 


New England states and the state of 
New York have been designated as the 
First Field Army district. The national 
guard of these states and the regular 
army organizations quartered In their 
territory have been organized into the 
first field armj of the United States, 
with the commanding general tif the 
department of the east as its com- 
mander. This army is made up of three 
dlyisons, .and is so- orgaaliid that tne 
national guard troops and the regular 
army troops will constitute a homo- 
geneous whole, so organised 
that it 


>uld go Into active service, officered 


and commanded Just "as it is at 
the 


present tune. In order th«f it 
the more fully 
equipped 
for active 


service should suth an occasion arise, 
t is planned to have all matters per- 
taining to the national guard in these 
states passed through the hands of the 
-onimaodlng general.jjf the department 
of the east 
In this way the necessity 


of delay incident to placing a newly 
organised force in tlie field will be 
obviated. 


If the experiment with reference to 


:he first field army works out as satls- 
'actorily as the war department has 
reason to expect similar armies will 
be established In other ^arts of the 
country. When these armies have been 
perfected the United States will find 
tself on a secure war footing, with no 
addition to the standing army. 
The 


only thing necessary to the accomplish- 
ment of this purpose is that the gov- 
ernors of the states affected shall give 
their co-operation to the project. 
It 


will involve no additional outlay of 
money and no additional service on the 
part of the national guard, all the ad- 
vantages of a large standing army may 
thus be secured with none of the dis- 
advantages Incident to the maintenance 
of such a body of soldiers 


Unde> the n«w plan there will be 


abundant opportunity for the holding of 
army Tnaneuvers on a large scale, and 
this is conceded to be one of the prime 
necessities in the successful training 


f the officers who are to direct the 
battles which this country may have to 
fight. 
All military authorities agree 


that the problems of handling large 
musses of men. successfully cannot be 
mastered except under actual battle 
condition* ir the field 
The handling 


ef supplies, tlie control of large units of 
men, and Mi the other problems Inci- 
dent to a heavy campaign In the field 
neve.- have been learned from books. 
The entire 
trend 
of the 
military 


thought of the world today Is In favor 
of learning the larger duties of the 
battlefield under conditions as nearly 
approximating real warfare ss can be 
had.

Value of Field Msnsuvsrs. 


After the time of Frederick the Great 


the Prussians did but little in the way 
of continuing the training derived from 
military maneuvers 
Then came tlie 


great battle of Jena, in which the Prus- 
sians suffered 
a humiliating 
defeat. 


This served to rekindle their zeal fui 
military movements 
While thej were 


fighting these sham battles tlie rest of 
Europe looked on in a half-amused way, 
thinking that it was all to no purpose. 
But after 50 years of peace Prussia en- 
tered the lists against Austria, and al- 
though the latter country was tlie ruh- 
er, more populous and the wealthier 
nation, with a larger ainiy. which was 
fresh from the battlefield or two great 
wars, the Prussians emerged from the 
war in triumph. FOUP years later tlie 
Prussian army was sent Into the field 
against France, whose military force 
was regarded as the bent in the world, 
and Prussian arms 
again were tri- 


umphant 
Thus was the value of field 


maneuvers proved to the satisfaction 
of all Europe, and they weie made one 
( f the fU&d principles of army train- 
ing.
